000. 
The firo originated in an old hay 
press 
now u-cd ns a box factory. 
Tho tobacco 
warehouses were all owned by Now York 
and I hiladelphia tobacco houses. 
Oppen- 
heimer & Co., Rosenwald it Co., Cohn it, 
Co., and J ohn Mark, of Chicago, being 
among thn losors. 
The fire probably created tho heaviest de­ 
struction of tobacco that has over occurred 
in the United States at one time from that 
cause.

Fourth. 


S al t L ak e C ity , 
Utah, J uly ft — Satur­ 
day was one of the most exciting days ever 
passed in Salt Lake. 
At daylight it was 
discovered that flags were at half-mast on 
the city hall, the county court house, the 
temple, Gardo house, the official residence 
of J ohn Taylor, tha president of the Mor­ 
mon church, church 
offices, the 
build - 
ng of Zion’s co-operation store, the big 
mercantile establishment of the Mormons, 
and a few other Mormon storea 
People 
thought that Gen. Grant was dead, and not 
until 10 o’clock was it learned that the half- 
masting was intended by the Mormons as an 
insult to the flag and the government. 
There was general indignation on the part 
of the Gentiles, and many Mormons shared 
in the feeling, all denouncing it as an out­ 
rage. 
Crowds of angry men- gateered at 
the hotels and in the streets. 
About noon a committee, composed of 
United State Marshal Ireland, C. L Haines, 
Maj. Wilkes, Capt. Evans, 
the last two 
named being ex-Uonfederates, went to the 
city hall to find the reason for such a dem­ 
onstration. 
City Marshal Phillips said it 
was the 
result 
of his personal whim. 
The committee demanded that the flag be 
raised to full-mast, which demand was 
met with a denial, whereupon Capt. Evans 
jumped up and started out to raise it him­ 
self. 
The door was shut and locked by a 
policeman before he reached it 
All pres­ 
ent. including some dozen police officers, 
made a rush for Evans. 
Constable Charlie 
Crow raised his club to strike and drew his 
pistoL 
Other officers reached for their 
guns. 
Quiet was restored by tin United 
Btates marshal, aud the conference went on. 
The city marshal for a time was insulting 
and defiant, saying that as many prominent 
anl some of the best citizens were in the 
jienitentiary, the rights of the people trod­ 
den under foot by the government, and the 
entire Mormon community were suffering, 
he thought it proper to display an emblem 
of mourning for the death of liberty. 
Sev­ 
eral attempts were made by citizens to raise 
the flag, but they were resisted by city 
police. 
Finally, however, the marshal, fear­ 
ing a riot, had tho flag taken down. 
In the 
meantime the sheriff of the county, a liberal 
Mormon, had run up to the top the flag on 
the court house. 
A Grand Army post, holding a picnic in 
the suburb-*, learning of the trouble, sent a 
large committee into town, 
which, with 
Governor Murray, called on the mayor, 
who at 5 o’clock ordered the flag run up on 
the 
city 
hall, 
thereby 
avoiding 
a 
collision 
with 
indignant 
citizens. 
A 
few 
minutes 
later 
the 
flag 
on 
tho 
Cooperative store was run up to the 
full mast, but those on the Gardo house, 
the temple and church offices continued at 
half-mast till sundown, when they were 
lowered. 
Indignation meetings were held 
in the afternoon and evening, and both Mor­ 
mon and Gentile speakers were loudly and 
earnestly denouncing the Mormons for half- 
masting the flags.

The order to half-mast the flag-* was 
undoubtedly given by th« high church offi­ 
cials, and the civil offioers dared not do 
otherwise than obey. 
The intelligent Mor­ 
mons are greatly annoyed by the affair, 
fearing it will result in greater energy on 
the part of the federal officials to punish 
the Mormons. 
The feeling is one of gioom 
on the part of the Mormons and anger on 
the side of the Gentiles,

Tho freight cars which were burned were 
standing on tho sidetrack, and in tho excite­ 
ment of the fire it was impossible to romove 
them to a safe location. 
Nothing can be learned of the origin ot 
the flre. 
The general opinion, howevor, is 
that it was started by some Fourth of J uly 
patriot who was careless in tho use of fire­ 
works. 
This makes the second disastrous 
conflagration which has visited Btoughton 
within a year or two past. 
Not long ago T. 
F. Mandt s carriage works, one of the larg­ 
est institution* of the kind in the state, were 
totally con hu mod with a large loss. 
The loss from the flre is partially covered 
by insurance, 
though the exact amount 
could not be learned. 
The loss of seven 
companies represented by A. H. Main, of 
this city, is $58,500. 
The individual losses 
fall mostly on eastern buyers, though some 
of the Btoughton buyers loit from $2 5,000 to 
$7*5,000, and will be ruined by it

M ysterious Murder in Massachusetts. 
P it t s f i e l d , Masa, J uly ft-T h e dead 
body of George Dunbar, one of Pittsfield’* 
wealthiest and best-known citizens, and foi 
many years superintendent of the Pittsfield 
Coal Gas company, was found in the street 
near the gas house at about 10:Su Saturday 
evening lying face down. 
The left eye wa* 
blackened and bruised and a pistol ball bad 
penetrated the skull at the base of the brait 
and gone through the head, appearing as 
f 
J ump of flosh over the left eye. 
Beside thi 
body a 32-calibre “ defender” revolver witl 
five chambers was found. 
Two chamber» 
were occupied by cartridges, of which out 
had been exploded. 
To the handle of th« 
pistol was tied a piece of twine eighty feui 
long. 
This twine ran along the side of tin 
road to a point near the gate to the gat 
works, 
where 
the 
other 
end 
wa. 
reached lying in th« grass 
unattached. 
In Dunbar’s pockets were his silver watcl 
and a bunch of keys. Two pocketbooks, on* 
the property of the gas company and th* 
other his ¡tersonal wallet, were missing. 
Ir, 
an outer pocket of the coat were thre* 
loaded cartridges of the pattern used in tb< 
revolver. 
The medical examiner saysdeatl 
occurred hardly a quarter of an hour befor« 
the body was discovered. 
The case is evidently one of murder, a» 
there is no reason in existence for suicide 
but there is no clew to the perpetrator wh< 
got about $4JO it is believed. 
The mur­ 
dered man could not Lave inflicted the 
wound without burning his hair. 
There i- 
no explanation of the use of the twine. 
Hi 
had complaiued recently to the police oi 
being followed, but never carried a re­ 
volver. 
He was wealthy, arid his life wa* 
insured for $53,000. 
A reward of $1,000 has 
been offered for the arrest of the murderer.
